The daily Atlantic City Press, in its May 29th issue, 
takes a bit of comfort from thë fact that the people of At- 
lantic City—and presumably of all New Jersey—have sense 
enough to realize the unnecessary and burdensome expense 
of jim-crowism. “The situation,” admits the’ Atlantic City 
Press, “is not perfect.” i- 

"Prejudice: to a-degree still exists,” to be. sure, “and 
occasionally we have our troubles and expenses because of 
it. But it is not costing us millions as in some communities 
of the midwest. Missouri, for example.” aa 

The, Press editorial is referring to Missouri’s jim-crow 
edücational system. 5 i 

Now. the modest pride of the editors of the Press is 
justifiable—in a sort of hypocritical way. New Jersey is a 
better place than Missouri and some ‘other communities, 
from the standpoint of the degree of jim-crowism and. race 
prejudice.. 
` The thing that gives us pause on reading the Press edi- 

torial, however, is the thought that the Atlantic City daily 
is underestimating the extent of jim-crowism in its own 
town and certainly in the state as a whole. We are too famili- 
ar with conditions at Pleasantville and Trenton and a score 
of other New Jérsey towns to return thanks just now for 
being so much better than communities in other States. 
Even though we are grateful to the Atlantic City Press; 
first, for calling its readers attention to the stupid expensive- 
ness of jim-crowism; and second, for the opportunity. afford- 
ed us to direct attention again to the widespread practice of 
segregation in the various communities of our own state. 
The Emporia Gazette, of Kansas, (quoted by the Press) 
commenting on the situation in its neighbor, Missouri, aptly 
gays: abe 
“What a tax we pay for our foolishness, for our preju- 
dices, for our inferiority-complexes! Inferiority complex is 
exactly what it is. Why does a white man feel that he can- 
wot associate on terms of some sort. of social equality with 
i the Colored man? ... The white man is afraid that his own 


“qualities would not make him quite the equal of every black 


Ian... What a spiritual cancer that is, to be gnawing on 
a man’s heart! 

“The United States Supreme -Court decided last year 
that Missouri would have to provide professional education 
for Negroes that is now offered to the whites.” s 
: Yet the.State of Missouri is plainly trying to circumvent 
the decision of the Coltt: by means of the “Taylor Bill’, 
which simply directs the curators of Lincoln University (jim- 
crow-state college: at Jefferson City) to make it the equal 
of the University of. Missouri. And for this equalization an 
accompanying bill sets. aside $200,000 for Lincoln, while 
$3,000,000 is given to- the University of Missouri. 

Here is.seen an absurd and indeed: vicious notion of 
equalization: 

The Gazette then asks: . , 

“Why can’t. Missouri see what Kansas has seen for 70 
years—that it is cheaper to remove old jim crow than it is 
to keep him in the luxury in which Missouri ‘sustains him 
~~ + because Missouri-has-a-Jim-Crow phobia, if the job-of: 
professional education between. the whites and the colored 
will cost millions ot dollars to equalize the opportunities of 
prefessional education between the whites and- the: colored 
people. in Missouri.”

However, we do not expect. these jim-crow supporting 
breadwinners to assist in liquidating segregation. But we do 
expect the taxpayers to come to their senses and rid New 
Jersey of the unnecessary and. expensive jim-crowism of our 
educational system.

Democracy is not functioning as a 


The attempts of Negro families 
to train their children properly 
are hampered by unequal educa- 
tional -. opportunities especially 
manifested in many of the sepa- 
rate -schools established for Ne- 
groes in the southern counties of 
the State of New Jersey. 

» Thus,’ through segregation and 
the system of separate schools, the 
State of New Jersey has excluded 
the Negro from consideration in 
the ual distribution of ‘State 
funds for all citizens of school age. 
The facts gathered by the Negro 
Survey Commission in its field 
studies, in its examination of 
sehoo]. records and in its‘ inter- 
views: with public school officials 
amply confirm ‘the ‘truth of the 
above facts. 

It is> generally known that so 
far as the facial policies of their 
schoo] systems are concerned, the 
counties’ of * New Jersey ‘divide 
themselves into two dopirato di- 
visions -of the State;-with- the -10 
counties of southern New Jersey 
generally agreed upon a policy of 
racial segregation of their Negro 
pupils in elementary schools. Most 
of the. Negro school teachers em- 
ployed find their opportunity in 
separate school systems, for 95 
percent, of the total Negro teach- 
ers in the State are assigned to 
separate schools of southern coun- 
ties and to a few schools of: the 
State where more than 75 per cent 
of their enrollments are Negroes, 
Most- of the complains regarding 
inequality of school opportunity 
for Negro pupils find their origin 
in the southern counties. 

A notable example of the latter 
-type is to be found in Burlington 
County. A recent outbreak of racial 
friction between white and Negro 
children if. the community. of 
Westhampton Township near 
Mount Holly led. the Commission 
to investigate conditions in Mount 
Holly. and the Township. Many of 
the township children are sent by 
the beard of education to Mount 


Holly schools, : 
It was found that in the public 
schools of Mount Holly. there gre 
137 Negro children. Eighty are 
enrolled at-a separate Negro ele- 
mentary school; 18 in the hi 
schoo] division which has enroll» 
ment‘ of both white and Negro 
pupils, and 89 in the junior high 
school building which likewise has 
mixed enrollmént. In the Junior 
High..School,... however, ... all. 39... of 
the colored children, regardless’ of 
their grades, are placed in one 
room and taught by a single 
Negro teacher, who is also princi» 
pal of the separate Negro elemen- 
tary school. 
_It. is evident even to ae casual 
observer that equal educational 
opportunity is denied to Negro 
pupils of Mount Holly and West- 
hampton: Township, and that -this 
denial is in violation of several 
provisions of the State’s law. Re- 
sponsibility for enforcing the law 
and-protecting. the. Jegal rights of. 
the. Negro pupils and parents de- 
volves upon the County, Superin- 
tendent, of Schools. 

This. official is instructed by the 
educational law to have the cus- 
todian of school monies . withhold 
monies from any school district 
found denying sufficient: and suit- 
able school: facilities for all chil- 
dren who reside in the district and 
‘who desire to attend the public 
schools therein. In this particular 
case the Superintendent of Schools 
in Burlington County appears to 
have known for a long time of the 
existence of the Mount Holly vio- 
lations. 

Nowhere it the Commission’s in- 
vestigation has it been discovered 
that he protested against this 
gross discrimination. On the con- 
trary, he seems to have concurred 
with some members of. the Board 
of Education who felt that the 
proper solution of the “school 
problem” was to institute a sepa-.
